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ANNUAL REPORT 

of the 

Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Limited 

For the year ending September 30th, 1966 

TO THE SHAREHOLDERS: 

The official audited attendance at the 1966 Calgary Exhibition and Stampede 
totalled 654,120, as compared to 559,764 in 1965. Every daily record was broken 
and the weekly attendance surpassed by 62,405 the old record attained in 1959, 
when Her Majesty The Queen visited the Stampede. Weather for the entire week 
was ideal, with only a small amount of rain falling in the early morning or late 
evening. 

The Petroleum industry has assumed an important place in the economy 
of the Province. In recognition of this fact and because the industry was simul¬ 
taneously holding its outstanding Canadian Petroleum Exposition on our grounds, 
the theme chosen for the 1966 Show was “Salute to the Petroleum Industry”. 
The entire Corral area plus 153,000 square feet immediately east of the Corral 
was utilized. The industry assembled some $20,000,000 worth of equipment, the 
largest such display ever exhibited in Canada. The Exposition was a tremendous 
success v/ith over 200,000 fair patrons visiting this area. Our warmest thanks 
are extended to Mr. Jerry D’Arcy, Mr. Jim Gray, and Mr. Ken Germond for 
the countless hours they devoted to this project. 

Another major attraction was the world famous Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police Musical Ride. The Ride performed each afternoon and at the Friday 
Morning Childr§rfs Program, and the Saturday Morning Roundup. The musical 
accompaniment was provided by the Lord Strathcona Horse (R. C.) Regimental 
Band. Thejreports were taken by The Honourable J. W. Grant MacEwan, Lieut.- 
Governor olsJyheFfa, The Honourable E. C. Manning, Premier of Alberta, His 
Worship Mayor Jack Leslie, Mayor of Calgary, Commissioner G. B. McClellan, 
R.C.M.P., Assistant Commissioner R. W. Wonnacott, R.C.M.P., Supt. J. L. 
Vachon, R.C.M.P., A. T. Baker, President Calgary Exhibition and Stampede, and 
C. Kennedy, Vice-President Calgary Exhibition and Stampede. We were very 
fortunate in having,Senator Robert F. Kennedy to open the show this year, and 
Commissioner G. B. McClellan to present the trophies and awards on Saturday 
night. 

The Monday morning parade kicked off the week’s festivities under ideal 
weather conditions, and was by far the best parade ever witnessed by what has 
been estimated at over 200,000 spectators. Mr. Red Adair, the world-famous oil 
well firefighter not only acted as our Parade Grand Marshal, but also spent the 
best part of the week visiting Service Clubs and Children’s Hospitals throughout 
the City. 

The honoured guest this year was Mr. James Drury, better known as “The 
Virginian” on Television. He was kept busy visiting Service Clubs, Hospitals, 
Children’s Hospitals and Homes, making his final appearance on Saturday mid¬ 
night drawing the winning ticket for the Pot O’ Gold award. 

The Thursday night pageant in front of the Grandstand, following this 
year’s theme, portrayed the evolution of the Petroleum Industry from the early 
1800’s to the present day. 

Mr. Randolph Avery of Barnes Carruthers Theatrical Enterprises Inc. of 
Chicago directed our Grandstand stage show, which was produced by your Com¬ 
pany. Mr. Pat O’Brien, and Mr. Tommy Common headlined the show with Mr. 
Common being backed up by a local group of musicians supplied by Roy War- 
hurst. The Calgary Kidettes and Erickson Singers again added their excellent 
talents to the show for which we are most appreciative. 

Our Free Stage Show, which normally took place outside the main entrance 
to the Corral, was moved into the Corral this year to provide entertainment in 
the Petroleum Exhibit area. The entertainment, provided by Sammy Kaye and 
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his Orchestra, was very well received, along with a high act,* situated just outside 
the Corral. 

Over 42,000 children took in the Friday Morning Children’s Program 
and over 16,000 patrons witnessed the Saturday Morning Roundup. The R.C.M.P. 
Musical Ride performed at both these programs, which undoubtedly contributed 
to the substantial increase on Saturday. 

The Midway was supplied by Royal American Shows, and gross revenues 
were up during the week. We were all deeply saddened by the loss of Carl J. 
Sedlmayr Sr. whose untimely death occurred late last fall in Tampa, Florida. 

The Indian encampment again attracted many patrons. Our thanks go out 
to all those tepee holders who provided the entertainment in the Village, and who 
added so much color to the grounds and Downtown Street attractions. 

Color Television displays in the Big Four attracted thousands of patrons 
to the exhibit areas, as this was one of the initial introductions of color TV to 
Calgary. The introduction of a Food Fair on the lower floor also proved very 
successful and was well patronized by the visitors to the grounds. 

Stampede events and the world-famous Chuckwagon Races again drew 
high praise from patrons. There was no increase in purses in 1966; however, 
with the advent of a nine-day Stampede, a considerable increase in prize monies 
will have to be offered in 1967. 

Thoroughbred racing, favoured with ideal weather during the first part of 
the Spring Meeting, Stampede and Fall Meets again produced a record pari¬ 
mutuel play. However, three days of racing were cancelled during the Spring 
Meet due to heavy rains which made for an unsafe track. These days were made 
up during the Stampede and Fall Meets. Purses were increased this year with 
no race being run for a purse of less than $1200.00. The patrons wagered 
$8,578,365.00 during the 42 days of racing. 

Harness Racing returned to the grounds with a contract being signed with 
Western Harness Raceways on a yearly basis. The trotters raced for eleven days 
and the daily wagering showed a slight increase over 1965. 

Attendance on the grounds during the year reached a total of 1,816,248.

The Pot O’ Gold project, very capably operated by the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, again broke all records as did the Kinsmen Car Award Concession. 

To accommodate the Canadian Petroleum Exposition exhibits east of the 
Corral it was deemed necessary to demolish Barns one to six along 17th Avenue. 
As a result, stabling facilities were reduced to an absolute minimum, and the 
Heavy Horse Show was presented on the three days prior to the Stampede in 
conjunction with the 4H Show and Sale. 

Parking facilities were curtailed due to the C.P.E. exhibit. Negotiations 
were made with the Calgary Transit System to supply rapid transit from the 
Chinook Shopping Centre, Simpson-Sears Shopping Centre and the Jubilee Audi¬ 
torium to the grounds. This experiment was highly successful and it is hoped 
that it can be expanded next year. Approximately 61,000 persons availed them¬ 
selves of this service during the Stampede. Patrons were then taken to the 
Grandstand by our new Roundup Wagons, which proved very popular. These 
wagons were also used to transport racing patrons to the Grandstand from the 
main gate during the Race Meets. 
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Your Junior Activities Committee continued to provide facilities and the 
opportunity for the Youth of Southern Alberta to participate in many programs 
on our grounds. It was our pleasure to co-operate with the Department of Agri¬ 
culture in presenting the 4H Southern Alberta Public Speaking Finals, the Annual 
4H Livestock Show and Sale, and the Farm Youth Camp. 

To improve the garbage disposal during Stampede week two litter-pillars 
were built and operated on a continuous basis from early morning to late at 
night. These litter-pillars were attractively decorated and their presence on the 
grounds created a favourable impression on our concessionaires and the public 

The Calgary Horse Show was very successful this past year and attendance 
at the Show was most gratifying considering the fact that two evenings were 
competing with television of the National Hockey League play-off games. Your 
1966 Stampede Queen, Miss Betty Wright, and her two charming Ladies-In-Wait¬ 
ing, Miss Lorraine McLean and Miss Ann Neilson, were crowned on the final 
night of the show, after competing with thirteen other girls. Television Station 
CFCN-TV continued to televise the show for distribution to stations of the CTV 
network and we are most appreciative of their efforts in this regard. 

The annual Horse Sale grossed $134,000 up some $23,000 over 1965. The 
gross revenue was approximately $3,500.00, which again was an increase over 
the previous year. 

The Stampede Corral was used for many varied events such as Hockey, 
Horse Shows, Ice Shows, Bingo, Concerts, Evangelical, Variety Shows, Circus, 
etc. The Calgary Spurs Hockey Club provided the hockey fans with an excellent 
season of hockey, and we were fortunate in getting some of the Allan Cup Play¬ 
off games, which drew capacity houses. 

Your Sites Planning Committee, in co-operation with City Officials, con¬ 
tinued its study on the future development and expansion of the Company during 
the year. The resignation of Dudley Batchelor, a director and chairman of the 
Sites Planning Committee, was accepted with regret.

Windecker to the Livestock Department. Mrs. Norma Froelick was named Com¬ 
pany Accountant. 

With deep regret we report the passing of three of our most valued mem¬ 
bers, F. M. (Tiny) Holden, a long-time Associate Director on the Race Committee, 
Mr. Lou Fogg, Associate Director on the Reception Committee, and Mr. J. E. 
A. MacLeod, a shareholder since 1932. Our sincere sympathy is extended to their 
families. 

It is our pleasure to again acknowledge the efforts of all those persons 
and organizations whose co-operation is so essential to the overall success of our 
Company. Special thanks are extended to the Press, Radio, and Television medias, 
officials of the City of Calgary, the Provincial and Dominion Governments, our 
Directors, Associate Directors and Associates, donors of prizes and trophies, 
members of the Southern Alberta Pioneers and Old Timers Associations, Red 
Cross, and St. John Ambulance Brigade. Finally to our Staff whose untiring 
efforts and loyal assistance and support have made the Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede truly the “Greatest Outdoor Show On Earth”.

FINANCE CHAIRMAN'S REPORT — 1966 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS 
Gentlemen: 

Profit after depreciation was up from last year to $75,897. 

Depreciation in the sum of $512,529 was provided from earnings and now 
totals $1,006,934, a sum about equal to our cash and securities on hand. 

In keeping with the decision of the Board last year to fund the Kinsmen 
Car Award, $71,000 was provided from this year’s earnings and added to the item 
of investments for junior activities which now total $184,631 at cost. The sum 
transferred this year is shown in the accounts as an unallocated general expense. 
It should not, however, be considered in comparing that expense with last year. 
Eliminating that item, unallocated general expense, including depreciation, stands 
at $902,638, up only $24,000 over last year. 

Management should be commended for handling the greatly increased 
throughput of this year’s show with so small an increase in these expenses.
